The President Dend. 
Tho death of Abraham Lincoln, President of 
~ tho United States, Is the most appalling event that 
could have befullon the nation at this time. It oc- 
curred at twenty-two minutes pastseven this morn- 
ing. “Expected sinco the announcement of his 
assassination, last oyoning, it nevertheless falls 
with terrible, stunning effect. Words are wholly in- 
adequate fo express tho deep feeling that over- 
powers all hearts, Whether the great crimo was 
committed under the influence of insanity, or de- 
liberately and from motives “of “revenge, the loss 
and griof of the country aro the same—protound, 
and unmitigated by a single circumstance of 
alleviation. 

‘The nation mourns tho 1oxs of its second Savior 
—the restorer of the Union—the author of liberty 
to millions of its long enslaved people. There is 
no power for any other expression of feeling now 
than— 


“That highest homage at tho turone of grief, 
Doop silence."”

What of tho Future? 

 Stonned and bewildered as we are by the great 
calamity that hasso suddenty fallen upon us, wo 
must not yield to despair. Tho republic hves, 
_and He who has so gloriously brought us through 
tho hoaviest trials that can b2‘all a uation, will 
still protect us. Mea will be foxad to stand in tho 
breach and to guide our councils in the difficult 
work: of bringing order and peaco out of the 
chaos and ruin of a broken revolution and a vast 
territory devastated by civil war. 

‘Andrew Jonson is now president of tho United 
States. It is useloss to disguise tho doubt and dis- 
trast produced by his conduct at the inauguration. 
But he is a man of capacity and has many admi- 
rable qualities. He is heartily devoted to tho 
Union and to the canso of liberty. If be has 
“sterling character at bottom, as we would fain 

hope and believe, he will riso to tho occasion, will 
trample upon bis own pérsonal weakness, and 
act as a man should. who is called tosucl vast re- 
gponsililities in this new and momentous crisis. 
If he shall disappoint our hopes, the remody is in 
the bands of Congress. He may at any titg bo 
impeached and removed. In that event executive 
power would rest temporarily with Lafayetto S. 
“Foster of Connecticut, prosident pro tempore of 
the Sanate, until a now clection of president and 
ice president conld bs ordared by Conaress and | 
‘held. Mr Foster is man of ability, integrity 
and no power entrustod to” 
him would be -nisused.. : ‘s 

Bul we will fear no such contingency. 
idept Johnson will be surroanded by .ablo advisy 
rs; ho will feel to conservative forse of public 
opinion, and will without doubt bo ablo. to carry 
the goverument safely throngh the trying period 
of reconstruction. While his knowa severity of 
feeling toward the rebel chiefs will bo a guaranty 
against any weak leniency, at tho sams tims the 
inflacnee bronsht to bear upon him will prevent 
the enforcement of any necdlessly harsh and ng- 
gravutiog measures towards tho southern people. 

Whatever happens, let us stand firm. Never 
despair of tho republic. Wo mourn the cruel 
death of the most trac-hearted and faithful of 
rulers, in whose wisdom aud firmness we placed 
implicit trust and hops, bat God can sayo and 
guido us by other instraments. Let us trust in, 
Him, and remain steadfast. 


The great crime which has deprived the nation 
of its execative head was committed in no sud- 
den passion, nor under the influence of any in- 
sanicy. It was deliberately planned previous to 
the inaueuration, and tho assassins meant to havo 
made the attempt before, but circumstances pre- 
vented. It has been coolly aud desperately exe- 
cuted. Whether thoy acted as agents of rebel 
conspirators, or upon their own impulse, | 
is not yet known. Bat they represented 
the rebellion; they wore moved by its fell | 
spirit; (hey acted in its behalf. Their gigan- | 
tic crime will deepoa tho popular estimation of 
the damning guilt of treason. If committed be- 
fore the virtual conclusion of the war, (he pur- 
pose to aid the 1ebel cause might have been an 
inducement toi!. At this time the act is one of | 
sheer hate ond revenge, so frighttal in its atroc- 
ily that it appals us, The highest possible gnilt 
and the blackest conceivable infamy have now 
Veen achieved by the enemies of the Union. 
They can do no more; we can endure no more 

Tho Law of tho Presidency. 

By the constitution and the laws mado under 
it, in case of the president’s death, removal or 
disability, the dutios of tho president devolve on 
the vice president for the remainder of thecu-rent | 
presidential term. Avdrow Johnson of Tennes- 
ece thus becomes acting president hy the death of 
Abraham Linco!n. 

Ta case of the death, removal or disability of 
Doth president and vico president, the president 
pro tempore of the Senate becomes acting presi- 
dent, until a new president has been elected, for 
which clection Congress must provide. I/ there 
isno piesidenr of the Senate at the time, the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives becomes 
acting president. Ia case of Mr Johnson’s death, | 
removal or disability, Sonator Lafayette S, Foster | 
of Connecticut, now president pro tompore of tho 
Senate, would be acting president till a new pres 
idential clectioa shou!d ensue. 

Davis's Lato Proclamation. 

Inthe proclamation issued by Davis at Dan- 
ville, on the S:b, before Lee's surrender, he said 
that Gea Lee, “laving found it necessary to mal 
such movements of his troops as to uncover 
Richmond, it would be unwise 10 conceal tho 
mora’ aud soaterial injury” resulting to the rehel 
canse from its occupation by the nationat troops; 
till ho en Jeayors to conyinee his deluded follow- 
ers that evon this eveatisa “blessing in disguise,” 
os it would liberate Lx’s army for more impor 
tant oper.tions. He anvounces hii purpose to 
still majatain bis bad cause with his “whole 
heart and soul,” and to “never suimit to tho 
abandonment of ono state of the confederacy.”

THE ASSASSINS. 


‘The Orimo a Deliberate Onc. 

It is ascertained with reasonable cortainty that 
two assassins wore engaged in the horrible crime, 
J. Wilkes Booth being tho one that shot the 
president, and tho other a companion of his 
whose name is not knowa, but whose description 
is 6o clear that ho can hardly escape. 

It appears from a letter found in Booth’s 
trank that tho murder was planned before the 
4th of Marcb, but fell through thon because the 
accomplice backed out until Richmond could be 
heard from, Bovth and his accomplice were ut 
the livery stable dt six o’clock last evening, and 
loft there with their horses about 10 o’clock or 
shortly before that hour. It would scom that 
they bad for several days been seeking their 
cuance, but for gomo unknown reason it was nut 
carried into effect until Inst night. Ono of them 
has evidently made his way to Baltimore; the 
other has not yet been traced.

Mingled with the-ex- 
pressions of grief were exscrations on the author 
orniithors of the deol and of thawhols confede- 
racy, and there were very few for the (ime being 
whe would conzent to any terms of peace short 
of the annihilation of the rebels. 

’ At Now York. 

In New York this morning intenso sorrow was 
depicted on all couutenacss at the horrible events 
that occurred ia Washington last nizht, and the 
grief of a!l good mon is apparent everywhere at 
the demisa of tho president. No flags wore hoist- 
ed in the city until the death of tue president was 
known, whea they were all placed at half mast. 
People appear perfectly hormfied, and the utmost 
rage is felt towards all known secessionists and 
rebel sympathizers.

‘At Philadelphia tho most intense horror wos 
excited by the lameatabld fate of tho president. 
The city wa3 decorated with flags and streamers, 
and every honse gave evidence of preparation for 
the illumination Gxed for Monday evening, but 
the public joy gave place (0 mourning, aud there 
is a deep feeling of rage.

ANDREW JOHNSON, THE NEW PRESE' 
DENT. 


Sketch of Wiis Life, Pablic and Privatc. 
[From the American Encyclopedia.) 
Andrew Johnson was bora in Rilei: 
December 29, 1893. When. he was four yeats o| 
ge he ise ls tutier, who died from tie effoay, 
of exertions to save a friend from drowning. A\ 
the age of 10 be was apprenticed toa tailor in hi 
uative city, wita whom he served 7 years. [Hi 
mother was unable to afford him auy educa. 
advuntages, and he never attended schoy, 
a day in bis lic. While learning his trade, hog 
ever, he resolved to make au effort to cdacaly 
himself. His anxiety to be avle to read was par- 
ticularly excited by an incident which is worthy, 
of mention. A gentleman of Raleigh was in tuo 
habit of zoing into the tailor’s sop and reading 
while the apprentices and journeymen were at 
work, He was au excellent reader, and bis favor- 
ite book was a volume of speeches. principally of 
British statesmen. Johnson became interested, 
‘and bis firat ambition was to cqual him as a resd- 
er and become familiar witb those speeches. Ho 
took up the alphabet without an instructor; bat 
by applying to.the journeymen with whom ho 
worked, he obtained a little assistance. Having 
acquired a Knowledge of the letters, he applied 
for the loan of the book which he had so often 
heard read. The owner made im a present of 
it, and gave him some instruction ou the use of 
letters in the formation of words. Thus his first 
exercises in spelling were in that book, By per- 
severenico he soon learned to read, and the hoara 
which he devored to his education were at night 
after be was through his daily labor apon the 
shop board. fre now applied bimself to books 
from 2 to 8 hoursevery nizitt, after working from | 
40 to 12 honrs at his trade. Having completed 
his apprenticeship in the autumn of 1824, be went 
to Liureus Court House, 8. C., where ho worked 
asajourneymin for nearly two years. Wuile 
there he became engaged to be married, but the 
match was broken off by the violent opposition 
of the gicl’s mother and friends, the groand of 
objection being Mr Johnsou’s youth and want of | 
pecuniaty means. Ia May, 1826, ho returncd to 
Rileigh, where he procured journey work, and 
remained until Sep lic then set out to 
seck his fortune in the West, carrying with bim 
his mother, who was dependent upon him for sap- 
port. Ho stopped at Greenville, Lonm , and com 
Thenced 3 a journeyman, He remained there 
about 12 months, wartied, and soon afterward 
went still farther westward; bat failing co find o 
suitable place to settle, be returued ty Greenville 
and commenced busia Up to this time his 
education was limited to reading, as he had never 
had an opportunity of learning to write or cipher; 
but woder the instractions of his wife. he learacd 
these and other branches. The only time, how- 
, he could devote to thet wa3 in tho dead of 
night. The first office which he over held was 
that of alderman of the village, to which.bo was 
elected in 1828. He wus re-elected to the same 
position in 1829, and again in 1830. To that year 
fg was chosen wayor, which position he held for 
threa years. In 1835 he was e.ccted to the leg.s- 
Jatare, In the sessiou of that ycar he took decided 
ground against a scheme of internal improve- 
ments, which he contended woald not ouly prove 
fa failure, but entail upou the stato a burdensome 
debt. ‘Tho measure was po, war, however, and 
fat tho next election (1897) he was defeated. He 
Decame u candidate azun in 1839. By this timo 
many of the evils he had predicted from tho 
jnterual improvement policy which he had op- 
posed 4 years provious were fully demonstrated, 
ind he was elected by n large mojority. In 1840 
he served as presidential elector tor the state at 
large on the democratic ticket. 1 canvassed & 
Jarve portion of the state, meeting upou the 
stump several of the leadiog whiz orators. To 
1841 lic was clected to the state senate. In 1813 
he was clected to Congress, where, by success:ve 
clections, he served uutil 1863, During ubis pe- 
riod of service he was conspicuous und active in 
advocating, respectively, the bill for refunding 
the fino imposed upon Gen J.cksoa at New O« 
jeans in 1815, tho annexation of Texts, tho tariff 
of 1846, the war measures of Me Polk’s admiu- 
istration, and a homes‘ead bill. In 1853 be was 
elected governor of Tennessee, after an exciting 
canvass; in which he was opposed by Gustavus 
A. Henry. He was re-clectwed in 1859, ater au 
ortber uctive contest, bis competitor Dewy Mer- 
edith P. Gentry. Ac the expiration of his soc- 
fond period as goveruer, in 1837, Le was erected 
United States senator fur a full term, cading 
Mareh 8, 1863. 
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Extra Session of Congress. 

Although Mr Lincoln had decided not to call 
{Congress togother, in extra ‘session this summer, 
his death ond the conseqnent confusion and 
doubt in public affairs, and in the popular mind, 
will undoubtedly suggest to his successor the pro- 
pricty of calling such ascssion. The country 
wag content to Jeave tho now onder of things 
to Mr Lincoln without tho assistance of Congress. 
It will hardly feel so with regard to Mr Johnsot 
nor will tho latter bo willing, it is likely, to as- 
sume the direction of public afuirs, ond goon 
for seven oreight months withont the co-opera- 
tion of Congress. We do not doubt, therefore, 
that an cxtm session will bo called so carly as 
May, or tho ist of June. 


Mr Ashmun of Springfield has the last written 
signature of Mr Lincoln. It was given about 0 
o’plock Friday cvening whon tho president took 
eave of Mr Ashmun and Speaker Colfax at the 
Whito House, to go to the theater.

The Closing Scene.

Moported Arrest of Booth. 

Tho New York Comniercial’s Washiugton spe- 
cial says: Tho marderer of the prasiilont has been 
caught. He was capturod north of the city. The 
evidence of a deliberate plot of assassinauon is 
conclusive.

AN ASSASSIN SEEN NEAR HIS HOUSE. 


Mooth (ally Hidentified ay the Murderer 
* of tho Presidemt. 


Two gentlemen who went to the secretary 
of war to apprise bim of the attack on Mr 
Lincoln, met nt the residence of the former aman. 
mnuiflled in a cloak, who when accosted by them 
hastened away. It had been Mr Stanton’s inten- 
tion to accompany Mr Lincoln to the theater and 
oceupy the same box, but a press of business 
prevented. It therefore seems evident that the 
aim of the plotters was to paralyze the country 
by at once striking down the head, heart and arm 
of the country. 

As soon as tho dreadfal cvents were announced 
in tbe streets, superintendent Richards and as- 
sistants went to work to discover the assassin. In 
afew minutes the telograph aroused the whole 
police force of tho city. Mayor Wallack and 
soveral members of the city government wero 
soon on the spot and every precaution taken to 
preserve order and quiet, every street being pa- 
troled. Gen Augur sent horses to mouut the 
police, and every road leading out of Washing- 
ton was strongly picketed, and every possible 
avenue of escape thoroughly guarded, the 
steamboats about to depart down the Potomac 
being stopped, and all the cavalry being immedi- 
ately put upon active duty. 

At tho preliminary examination made by Mr 
Richards and assistants several persons were 
called to testify, and the evidence is conclusive 
to this point, The marderor of tho presidedt was 
John Wilkes Booth. His hat was found in the 
private box and identified by several persons who 
have seen him within the last two days, and the 
spur which le dropped by xccldent after he 
jumped to the stage was identified a3 one of those 
which he had obtained from the stable where he 
hired his horse, 

‘This man Booth has played more than once at 
Ford’s theater, aud is of course acquainted with 
its modes of ingress and egress, and the fi 
with which ho escaped bohind the scenes is edsily 
understood. 

The person who assassinated Secretary Seward 
left behind him a sloached hat and an old rusty 
nayy reyolyer, the chambers of which were brok? 
en loose from ths barrel a3 if dona by striking. 
The loads were drawn from tho chambers, 
being but rough pieces of lead, rather smaller 
than the chambers and wrapped in a paper as if 
to keep them from falling out, 

The excitement throughout Washington con- 
tinues to be intenso and the horrible proceedings 
of last night are the only theme of conversation. 

WE NEW PRESIDENT. 
Mnanguration of Andy Johnson. 

At an cary hour this morning, Hon E. M. 
Stanton, secretary of war, seat aa official com- 
munication to Hon Andrew Johnson, vice preti- 
dent Of tho United States. atating that, in conse 
quence of the suddon and unexpettea death of the 
chief magistrate, his inauguration should take place 
a3 soon as possible, and requesting him to state 
the place and hour at which the ceremony should 
be performed. Mr Johnson immodiately replied 
that it would be agresable to him to have the 
proceedings take place at his rooms in the 
Kivkwood House, as soon as the arrangements 
could be perfected. 

Chief Jastice Chase was informs] of tho fact 
‘and repaired to the appointed place in company 
with secretary McCalloch of tho treasury depart- 
ment, Attoxucy General Speed, F. P. Blair, senior, 
Hon, Montgomery Blair, Senators Foot,’ of Ver- 
mont, Ramsey of Minnosota,: Yates of Liliinois, 
Stewart of Nevada, Hale of Now Hampshire and 
Gen Farnsworth, of Illinois, 

At 11 o'clock the oath of office was adminis- 
tered by the chief jastice of the United Statas in 
his usual soloma and impressive manner. 

Mr. Johnson received tho kind expressions of 
the gentlemen by whom he was surrouaded ina 
manner which showed his carnest sense of the 
Great responsibilities so suddenly devolyed upon 
himand made a brief speech in which he said: | 
“The duties of the office are miue; I will 
p2rform them—the consequences are with God— 
gentlemen L shall lean upon you. I feel that I 
shall need your support. Lam deeply impressed 
with thosolemnity of the occasion, and the respen- | 
sibility of the duties of the office I om assum 
inz.” 

Mr Jobnson appoared to bo in remarkably good 
health, and has a high and realizing sense of the 
hopes that are centered upon him. His manner 
was solemn and dignified, and his whole bearmg 
produced a most gratifying impression upon 
those who participated in the ceremonies. 

It is probable tbat during the day president 
Johnson will issue his first proclamation to the 
American people. 


PUBLIC FEELING. 


Mourning ia New York. 

All places of business are rapidly closing in 
New York, and the streets are assuming a sombre 
lune. The vations hotels, the New England rooms, 
post offlce, custom house, and other public 
places, ara beiaz draped in mourning. The cora 
exchange met aad paisa saitadle ro olations, 
ordered the bailding drap2d and adjourned. The 
commissioa merchants resolved to close their 
places of business. Tho gold room was closed. 

All the banks of tho city are closed, and no 
commercial business whatever will bo transacted. 
An immense meeting of merchants and citizens 
was held in Well street, presided over by Mr 
Drap2r. Speeches were made by Messrs Butler, | 
Dickinson and others. The crowd there was im- 
mense. Appropriate resolations were submitted 
to tho meeting and adopted, and a committes of 
thirteen eminent merchants and citizsas sppoint- 
ed to go to Washington to attend the fuaeral of 
the president.
